Certificate Of 
Birth Necessary 


JACKSONVILLE — The’ State 
Board of Health today urged par- 
ents who have children starting to 
school this fall to obtain certified 
copies of the birth certificates im- 
mediately. 

At the same time, Everett H 
Williams, Jr.; ‘director of ‘the 


cautioned that hospital birth cer- 
tificates are not accepted by 
schools. Official birth certifica- 
tions are issued by the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics: and some county 
health departments. Williams also 
advised against waiting too long to 
obtain a birth certificate. He said 
“Although we are processing about 
500 birth certifications a day right 
now, We can give fast service. Lat-

er, during any last minute rush by 
parents, service will be slower: A 
child can’ miss.an entire year of 
school unless a birth corcticets is 
obtained in time.” 

Application. forms may be ob- 
tained from a county health de- 
partment but a letter will be ade- 
quate if it contains all the essen- 
tial information. 

Application must include the full 
name of the child; the full name 
of the father; full maiden name of 
the mother; the day, month, year, 
city and county of birth; whether 
the child is male or female; and 
the child's race. The original birth 
certificate number should be in- 
cluded if possible. 

If the child was born ‘in another 
state, the certificate must be ob- 
tained from that state. 

A full photocopy or a wallet- 
sized birth registration card en- 
cased in plastic may’ be obtained 
from the bureau. The type wanted 
should be ‘spécified. A’ fee of one 
dollar for each copy or card must 
accompany the application. 

The board also suggested that 
before starting the first grade,.the 
child have all the basic inocula- 
tions against whooping cough, 
polio; smallpox, diphtheria -and 
tetanus (lockjaw).
